THE  GLORIOUS  WHIG  VICTORY  TOKEN 
WITH  NEWLY  DISCOVERED  OBVERSE  DIE  VARIETY 


27mm.  Brass.  Plain  Edge.  Fine/Very  Fine.  Some  old  encrustation  surrounds  the  legends  and 
devices.  A "Y"  shaped  planchet  crack  appears  at  the  bottom. 


Before  the  discovery  of  this  token,  it  has  always  been  assumed  that  Low  7 was  represented  by 
only  two  obverse  dies.  The  first  die  appears  on  Copper  specimens  and  the  other  die  appears  on  the 
very  rare  White  Metal  pieces.  Both  of  these  dies  are  clearly  different.  These  differences  can  best 
been  seen  by  comparing  the  rays  which  eminate  from  the  Liberty  Cap  at  the  center.  On  Copper 
examples,  there  is  a long  ray  which  points  to  the  right  upright  of  the  U in  GLORIOUS  and  a 
short  ray  which  points  to  the  center  of  the  S.  The  ray  that  follows  is  slightly  shorter  and  points  to 
the  space  beyond  the  S.  Additionally,  there  is  a long  ray  which  points  to  the  right  upright  of  the 
H in  WHIG.  On  White  Metal  examples,  there  is  also  a long  ray  which  points  to  the  right  upright 
of  the  U,  but  there  follows  two  shorter  rays  which  both  point  to  areas  under  the  S.  Additionally, 
the  long  ray  which  points  to  the  H in  WHIG,  points  to  the  center  of  the  H. 

On  the  Brass  specimen  offered  here,  there  is  again  a long  ray  which  points  to  the  right 
upright  of  the  U,  but  the  ray  that  follows  is  of  equal  length  and  points  to  the  center  of  the  S. 
Additionally,  there  is  a long  ray  which  points  slightly  to  the  right  of  the  right  upright  in  the  H of 
WHIG.  There  are,  of  course,  other  differences,  but  these  should  suffice  for  diagnostic  purposes. 


This  token  is  from  the  Byron  White  Collection  and,  interestingly,  was  the  plate  token  for 
Low  7 in  the  first  edition  of  Rulau.  Neither  Mr.  White,  nor  Mr.  Rulau,  realized  that  this 
had  a different  obverse  die  since  it  was  not  of  White  Metal  composition.  The  truth  be 
known  - neither  did  this  writer  who  has  owned  this  token  for  well  over  a year!  It  was  not 
until  we  started  comparing  this  piece  with  photos  of  the  Greiner  White  Metal  specimen  and 
the  Steinberg  and  Roper  Copper  examples,  that  we  noticed  the  difference.  Sometimes  we 
can  see  only  what  we  expect  to  see  rather  than  what  is  actually  to  be  seen!  In  any  event, 
this  is  a major  discovery  and  this  token  should  be  of  keen  interest  to  every  Hard  Times 
specialist.  ($4,000-6,000)

BOAR.  HT  9.  28.8mm.  Copper.  A choice,  almost  fully  red 
Uncirculated.  A superb  example  for  a type  collection.  (G) 

003  RARE  LOW  14A.  WILLIAM  H.  SEWARD  FOR 
GOVERNOR.  HT  27A.  27.3mm.  Brass,  silvered  before 
striking.  Choice  About  Uncirculated.  About  95%  of  the 
silvering  still  intact. 

This  token  bears  a bust  of  William  H.  Seward,  the 
unsuccessful  Whig  candidate  for  Governor  of  New  York  in  1834. 
He  finally  elected  in  1838.  His  claim  to  fame,  however,  is 
based  upon  his  overseeing  the  purchase  of  Alaska  for  slightly 
over  $7  million  dollars.  We  sold  an  Uncirculated  example  of 
this  token  in  our  Landmark  II  Sale  of  last  year  for  $1,210.00. 
This  pleasant  piece  should  approach  $1,000.  PLATE 

004  LOW  20.  ILLUSTRIOUS  PREDECESSOR, 
1837.  HT  34.  29mm.  Copper.  A lovely  Uncirculated  with 
about  50%  or  better  mint  red.  (F) 

005  COUNTERSTAMPED  LOW  37.  HT  61.  28.2mm. 
Copper.  Uncirculated  with  considerable  mint  red.  The  reverse 
has  been  counterstamped  with  the  numerals  "20"  directly  above 
MINT  at  the  center  of  the  reverse.  This  is  the  second  such 
counterstamp  we  have  seen  on  a Hard  Times  token.  We  are 
unaware  of  what  meaning,  if  any,  it  has.  (G)

28.7mm.  Copper.  Another  choice  Uncirculated  specimen  with  all 
of  the  lines  in  the  safe  clear  and  distinct.  Mostly  mint  red.  (F) 

007  LOW  52,  HT  71.  28.8mm.  Brass.  Extremely  Fine  with  a 
few  minor  spots  and  a tiny  obverse  edge  dent  at  6:30.  (F) 

008  LOW  60,  HT  18.  28.2mm.  Copper.  Choice  brown 

Uncirculated  with  traces  of  red  around  the  periphery.  (F) 

009  LOW  60  STRUCK  OVER  A SOUTH 
AMERICAN  TOKEN.  There  is  not  enough  of  the  host 
token  visible  to  identify  it  with  any  certainty.  It  appears  that  on 
one  of  its  sides  there  is  a legend  in  three  lines,  but  only  the 
beginning  letters  of  each  line  are  discernible;  VA ..../ 
M(?)..../RE....  Because  of  the  overstriking,  the  piece  is  difficult 
to  grade  - we'll  call  it  VG/F. 

Although  we  do  not  have  a photo  with  which  to 
compare  it,  this  may  be  the  same  overstruck  token  which  we 
offered  as  Lot  #3  in  our  Dr.  Emmons  Sale  of  1986  and  which 
realized  $440.00.  PLATE

with  considerable  red  on  the  obverse  and  a reverse  that  is 
brown,  with  some  iridescent  colors.  (F)

BEDFORD,  MASS.  HT  175.  28.6mm.  Copper.  A 
strong  Extremely  Fine.  Extremely  rare  in  this  high  condition. 
Low  72  was  missing  in  the  Greiner  Collection,  appeared  holed 
in  Steinberg  and  was  VF-30  in  the  Zeddics  Collection.  The 
Chesterficld/Roper  specimen  was  graded  XF,  but  this  piece  is 
slightly  better  on  the  obverse  than  that  one.  Only  the 

Adams/Oechsner  token,  among  modern  auction  offerings,  is  of 
a higher  state  of  preservation.  That  token,  graded  About 
Uncirculated,  realized  $1,045.00.  This  piece  should  bring

013  LOW  77.  RARE  BUCKUN'S  INTEREST 

TABLES,  TROY,  NY.  HT  348.  28.4mm.  Copper. 
VF/XF  with  a number  of  light  old  scratches  on  both  sides  which 
are  visible  under  magnification.  This  token  is  scarce  in  all 
grades.  It  always  comes  crudely  struck  and  often  with  a porous 
planchet.  This  piece  is  almost  as  good  as  they  come.  Low  77 
was  missing  in  the  Garrett,  Harte  and  Chesterfield  Sales; 
appeared  in  Fine  condition  in  Leidman,  Steinberg,  Roper  and 
Oeschner  and  in  Very  Fine  in  the  Greiner  Sale.  Hie  Zeddies 
specimen,  which  was  only  slightly  less  wom  than  this  piece, 
brought  $1,100  in  spirited  bidding.  From  the  Byron  White 
Collection.

This  gilded  variety  is  unlisted  by  Low  and  Rulau. 
Rulau's  note  to  this  number  implies  that  Low  162  always  comes 
with  a diagonally  reeded  edge.  This  is  incorrect  as  it  sometimes 
appears  with  a plain  edge.

HT-2A;  AJACK  1832-1.  27.5mm.  White  Metal.  Very  Fine.  A planchet  crack,  visible  only  on 
the  obverse,  extends  from  the  rim  through  the  letter  "J"  down  into  the  bust.  Another  fine  crack 
runs  from  the  point  of  the  truncation  of  the  bust  to  the  rim. 


We  have  been  able  to  locate  only  one  modern  auction  record  for  this  great  rarity.  That  piece, 
which  we  originally  sold  in  a private  transaction  in  the  mid  1970's,  was  later  offered  in  the 
Steinberg  Collection  sold  by  Stacks  in  1989  as  Lot  #378.  While  graded  AU,  that  piece  was  also 
holed  and  had  numerous  dark  tin  pest  stains.  The  reported  sale  price  was  $6,250.00.  Although 
somewhat  lower  grade,  we  believe  the  piece  offered  here  is  more  visually  appealing.  Originally 
from  the  J.  Doyle  DeWitt  Collection.  We  expect  spirited  bidding  in  the  $6,000-8,000  range.

There  is  a small  dark  spot  between  the  A 
and  N of  STAND.  This  gilt  version  is  unpublished  and  makes 
this  unusual  high  grade  token  even  more  desirable.  (G) 

025  LOW  264.  JAMES  A.  MERLE,  NEW 
ORLEANS,  LA.  HT  122.  27.3mm.  Brass.  VF/XF. 
This  interesting  token  has  a reverse  portraying  an  eagle  with 
spread  wings  and  a key  in  its  claws.  Above  the  eagle  is  a 
sunburst  and  POST  TENEBRAS  LUX  within  a curved  banner. 
IHS  is  stamped  within  an  oval  at  the  eagle's  throat.  Auction 
records  in  the  past  five  years  for  this  token  in  VF  and  XF 
condition  range  from  $550  to  $1,210.

& 86  in  that  the  inscriptions  on  the  shields  of  this  medal  are  in 
italics  and  the  date  in  the  exergue  reads  1697  rather  than  being 
in  Roman  numerals.  While  this  variety  is  not  listed  by  Betts,  it 
is  catalogued  by  Milford-Haven  as  # 145 . The  main  variety  of 
this  medal  is  catalogued  by  Betts  as  celebratory  of  the  capture 
of  Carthagena,  but  two  other  victories  (Ath,  in  Flanders  and 
Barcelona,  in  Spain)  are  also  inscribed  upon  the  shields.  (F)

wreath  surrounding  the  inscription:  TO/J.  FENIMORE 

COOPER/THE  OFFERING/OF  A/GRATEFUL  HEART/FOR/ 
HIS  DISINTERESTED/VINDICATION/OF  HIS/BROTHER 
SAILOR/JESSE  D.  ELLIOTT. 

The  fascinating  history  of  this  medal  has  its  roots  in 
the  long  simmering  controversy  over  the  Battle  of  Lake  Erie. 
Until  1839,  the  accepted  version  of  the  battle  was  that  Elliott, 
aboard  the  Niagra.  had  intentionally  held  back  while  the  British 
trained  all  their  guns  on  the  Ianrence.  In  1839,  Cooper’s  two 
volume  "The  History  of  the  Navy"  was  published  containing  a 
vindication  of  Elliott's  actions  during  the  battle.  The  16  pages 
he  devoted  to  the  battle  created  a storm  of  criticism  from  both 
Cooper's  own  detractors  as  well  as  Elliott's  enemies.  The 
criticism  was  so  virulent  that  Cooper  instituted  a libel  action 
against  William  L.  Stone,  Whig  editor  of  the  "Commercial 
Advertiser",  in  whose  paper  one  of  the  more  critical  reviews 
was  published.  The  five  day  trial,  in  front  of  three  lawyer  - 
referees,  was  conducted  with  Cooper  personally  defending  his 
work  in  a minutely  detailed  8 hour  argument.  The  decision  of 
the  referees  was  an  almost  total  victory  for  Cooper.  Not  only 
did  they  find  that  his  account  of  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie  was 
written  in  a spirit  of  impartiality  and  justice,  but  that  the  review 
was  untrue  and  nal  mitten  in  such  a spirit- 

Although  Elliott  was  not  personally  involved  in  the 
suit,  he  was  quite  pleased  by  its  outcome.  In  1845,  a few 
months  before  his  death  and  almost  three  years  after  the  trial, 
Elliott  had  this  medal  struck  honoring  Cooper.  It  was  widely 
distributed ; to  the  President,  heads  of  departments,  ex- 
Presidents  and  their  widows  or  eldest  child  and  learned 
societies  in  various  states. 

A much  more  detailed  and  entertaining  account  of  the 
medal  and  its  history  was  written  by  Ted  Weissbuch  and 

published  in  the  February  1960  Numismatic Scrapbook 

magazine.  The  Cooper  medal  plated  in  that  article  is  the  very 
one  being  offered  here.  The  medal  is  scarce  (we  have  handled 
only  two  others)  and  rich  in  the  kind  of  history  which  is  the

WE  HAVE  MET  THE  ENEMY  AND 
THEY  ARE  OURS  around  a view  of  the  action  between  a ship 
flying  the  American  colors  and  another,  showing  no  colors  with 
her  mizzen  topmast  over  the  side.  The  reverse  inscription  is, 
TO/  /BY  RESOLUTION  OF/THE/KENTUCKY/LEGIS- 
LATURE/FEB.  11TH  1860,  within  a wreath. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  47  years  elapsed  between 
the  time  of  the  battle  and  the  authorization  for  the  striking  of 
this  medal.  The  enabling  Resolution  authorized  the  Governor 
of  Kentucky  to  "procure  and  present  the  surviving  officers  and 
soldiers  of  the  Kentucky  Volunteers  in  the  battle  of  Lake  Erie 
with  a gold  medal".  Relatively  few  of  these  medals  were 
required  to  be  struck  as  the  average  age  of  the  recipients  was 
probably  between  sixty -seven  and  seventy -seven  years.  We  are 
not  aware  of  the  existence  of  any  of  the  Gold  medals  and  it  may 
be  that  none  were  actually  struck  if  the  cost  was  later  deemed 
prohibitive.  We  do  know  that  specimens  exist  in  Silver  and 
Bronze  in  addition  to  the  Brass  offered  here.  They  are  all  rare.

Two 
shields  lean  against  the  tree  to  either  side  inscribed  1846  and 
1847.  Scroll  below  for  inscription  of  the  name  of  the  recipient. 
The  reverse  depicts  a military  engagement,  troops  landing  from 
boats  and  the  names  of  five  battles.  The  die  is  signed. 
KEENAN. 

The  Palmetto  Regiment  medal  is  among  the  most 
desirable  of  the  Mexican  War  medals.  Even  with  the  recipient's 
name  erased,  this  is  still  a prize  for  the  military  collector.  (G)

Charles  D.  Lyon  is  listed  in  the  roster  of  Company  A 
as  a private.  Both  the  New  York  Regiment  and  the  Palmetto 
Regiment  were  part  of  Shield's  Brigade.  They  led  the  final 
assault  against  Chapultepec  and  quarreled  for  many  years  over 
which  one’s  men  had  been  the  first  over  the  wall.  Only  about 
400  of  these  Silver  medals  were  struck.  Carl  Carlsen's  research 
luis  located  only  28  different  named  pieces  in  numismatic 
channels  from  1862  to  1983.

The  California  Veterans  of  the  Mexican  War  was 
organized  on  July  13,  1866  at  San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of 
assisting  comrades  in  distress  and  providing  for  a decent  burial 
in  the  event  of  death.  The  organizer,  Alexander  M.  Kenadav, 
went  east  to  lobby  for  funds  for  a veterans  home,  and  in  effect, 
formed  the  "Association  of  Veterans  of  1846"  in  1874.  This 
national  group  got  a pension  through  Congress,  became  the 
National  Association  of  War  Veterans,  and  went  on  to  design 
their  own  badge  in  1876.  (See  Julian  CM -31).  The  eventual 
design  of  this  badge  was  obviously  inspired  by  this  rare  state

H.  MURRAY/U.S.S.  CHICAGO/MAY  22,  1901.  A ribbon  bar 
is  inscribed  LOUISIANA.  The  maroon  ribbon  is  beginning  to 
fray,  especially  at  the  top  and  behind  the  Louisiana  bar. 

This  piece  and  the  Spanish  Campaign  medal  listed 
above,  were  both  originally  purchased  together  from  a single 
private  source.  It  is  probable  that  they  both  were  awarded  to 
William  Murray.  (F) 

ENGRAVED  COIN  CIVIL  WAR  CORPS 
BADGE  FOR  THE  16TH  CORPS.  This  badge  is 
constructed  out  of  an  "O"  Mint  Seated  Liberty  Half  Dollar  and 
resembles  a Maltese  cross.  The  following  has  been  termed  the 
correct  description  of  the  badge,  "The  device  is  a circle,  with 
four  minie  balls,  the  points  toward  the  center  cut  out  of  it.  The 
bare  spaces  represent  the  shape  of  the  balls  cut  out,  and  the 
remainder  forms  a cross  resembling  the  Maltese,  with  the  lines 
curved". 

What  makes  this  badge  particularly  unusual  is  the 
presence  of  an  apparent  engraved  rebus  on  the  front  of  the 
badge.  The  five  elements  of  the  rebus  are  (1).  A hand  with  a 
pointing  forefinger;  (2)  A jug;  (3)  An  eye;  (4)  A smoking 
chimney;  and  (5)  The  letter  "U"  at  center.  We  have  been 
unable  to  figure  out  its  meaning.

According  to  Brunk  (427760),  James  Sidney  Miller 
was  an  early  daguereotype  and  ambrotype  photographer  in 
Nashau,  New  Hampshire.  His  counterstamp,  J.  SIDNEY 
MllJ.ER  ARTIST  appears  on  large  cents  and  half  dimes,  and  his 
counterstamp,  J.  SIDNEY  MILLER/ARTIST/NASHUA,  Nil 
appears  on  1857  Copper  Nickel  cents.  It  is  apparent  by  the 
existence  of  this  token  that  Miller  eventually  moved  to  Newport 
News  after  May  of  1862  when  the  city  was  captured  by  Union 
Forces.  (G)

CORPS.  A 33mm  "fan-leaved  cross"  in  silver  with  loop 
attached  at  top  has  been  elaborately  hand  engraved  with  a 
geometric  pattern.  In  the  center,  a round  disc  has  been  inserted 
which  has  been  gold  plated  on  the  top  and  inscribed,  1ST/ 
CORPS/1 9TH. 

The  soldier  to  whom  this  badge  belonged  must  have 
been  a member  of  both  the  First  Army  Corps,  Army  of  the 
Potomac  and  the  Nineteenth  Army  Corps,  Middle  Military

depicts  the  arms  of  South  Carolina  over  W.LI./CAPT. 
SIMONTON/144  MEN/4TH  JULY/1860,  within  a ribbon 
headed  22d  FEBRUARY  1807  and  bearing  the  names  of 
previous  commanders.  The  reverse,  modeled  after  the  1803 
Washington  "Fame"  medal,  shows  Fame  flying  left  with  a 
trumpet  and  inscribing  WASHINGTON  on  a cloud,  VIRTUE 
AND  VALOR  above,  W.L.I.  below. 

The  Washington  Light  Infantry  was  formed  on  June 
22,  1807  following  the  British  attack  on  the  U.S.  Chesapeake. 
(Many  such  militia  units  took  Washington's  birthday  as  their 
"fictitious"  founding  date).  The  unit  is  the  ancestor  of  today's 
188th  Infantry  Regiment. 

Carl  Carlsen  has  written  about  the  significance  of  this 
medal  as  follows,  "Capt.  Simonton  and  his  Company  were 
guarding  the  arsenal  in  Charleston,  S.C.  during  the  tense  fall  of 
1860.  Governor  Pickens  detailed  them  to  board  small  steamers 
and  patrol  Charleston  Harbor  in  order  to  prevent  Major 
Anderson  of  the  Union  Forces  from  transferring  his  men  to  Fort 
Sumter  from  the  less  defensible  Fort  Moultrie.  His  failure  to 
intercept  Anderson  led  to  the  siege  and  eventual  firing  upon 
Fort  Sumter". 

"This  medal  is  important  in  another  way;  it  has  been 
asserted  in  the  past  that  the  "Confederate  Cent"  was  made  by 
Lovett  entirely  on  his  own  as  a speculative  design  since  he  was 
not  known  to  have  had  any  formal  contact  with  any  of  the 
southern  groups.  Ihis  medal,  engraved  and  struck  in  the 
summer  of  1860  when  secession  was  already  in  the  wind, 
provides  evidence  of  a direct  link  into  official  groups  in  South 
Carolina 

Period  newspapers  indicate  that  July  4th,  I860  was 
the  occasion  for  a grand  military  parade  in  Charleston  in  which 
many  local  units  participated.  Among  those  groups  was  the 
Washington  Light  Infantry  under  Captain  Simonton.  This  medal 
was  probably  struck  for  that  occasion  and  (if  the  top  loop  is  an 
indication)  worn  by  members  of  the  unit  in  the  parade. 

This  is  a rare  and  historic  medal.  In  the  1878 
Holland  Sale,  a Fine  example,  cataloged  as  part  of  the 
Washington  medals  section,  brought  $11.00.  Ihe  lot 
immediately  following,  an  1816  large  cent  counterstamped  with 
busts  of  Washington  and  Difayette,  brought  jttst  $1,75!  (G)

At  the  bottom  of  the 
peruke  there  is  an  11mm  area  of  light  pitting  and  consequent 
slight  discoloration  in  the  finish.  There  are  additional  scattered 
marks  consistent  with  this  circulated  grade.  These  defects  are 
mentioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy  of  description,  but  in  our 
opinion  they  do  not  significantly  affect  the  appearance  of  the 
medal.

Washington,  upon  a spirited  horse,  points  to 
the  British  fleet  leaving  the  harbor  bearing  the  British  forces 
who  are  evacuating  Boston.  In  the  lower  middle  ground  may  be 
seen  the  American  army  drawn  up  on  parade,  and  a battery  of 
two  cannons  pointed  at  Boston  harbor.  The  legend  above  may 
be  translated  as  "The  enemy  for  the  first  time  put  to  light."  and 
in  the  exergue  is  the  inscription  and  date  "Boston  recovered 
March  7,  1776". 


As  on  all  original  strikings,  the  O in  PRIMO  is 
perfectly  round;  there  are  periods  after  the  Roman  numerals  and 
the  last  1 of  MARTII  is  under  the  R of  RECUP ERATIM. 
According  to  Rulau/Fuld,  only  8-10  specimens  of  the  Bronze 
originals  are  known.  Our  own  opinion  is  that  there  are 
probably  closer  to  15-20  specimens  in  collector's  hands.

We  assume  that  the  piece  offered  here  was  produced  by  Mr. 
Segabaden,  although  S&H  Black  Co.  of  NYC  are  also  known  to 
have  used  electrotypes  of  Wright's  reverse  as  the  centerpiece  of 
a Declaration  of  Independence  Plaque  with  the  entire  test  of  the 
1776  document  and  facsimiles  of  the  signers'  signatures. 
Electrotyping  in  the  19th  century  was  an  accepted  method  of 
making  certain  rarities  accessible  to  the  many  Washington 
collectors  of  the  time  and  has  long  enjoyed  a recognized  place 
in  well  established  collections.

Original  strikings  were  probably  made  around  the  end 
of  the  last  century  to  commemorate  the  centennial  of 
Washington's  Death.  The  dies  for  this  medal  were  discovered 
in  the  inventory  of  Thomas  Elder  and,  in  a series  of 
transactions,  they  passed  to  F.  C.  C.  Boyd,  John  J.  Ford  and  then 
to  Paul  Franklin.  In  1962,  Franklin  ordered  101  restrikes  from 
the  August  C.  Frank  Company  in  Philadelphia.  A single 
specimen  in  Copper  was  first  struck  to  test  the  dies  and  then 
100  strikes  were  made  in  Silver.  The  Silver  specimens  were 
offered  to  the  public  via  a full  page  advertisement  in  Coin 
World  in  late  1962.  According  to  Jack  Collins,  only  about  half 
of  them  sold  and  the  remainder  was  melted  Collins  states  that 
the  pieces  were  not  sold  in  serial  number  sequence.  Customers 
were  permitted  to  select  whatever  serial  number  suited  their 
fancy.

The  various  success  tokens  have  long  been  assumed  to 
be  of  colonial  vintage  and  it  has  been  stated  on  numerous 
occasions  that  they  were  struck  for  George  Washington's 
Inauguration  in  1793.  However,  in  recent  years  it  has  become 
popular  to  question  this.  Q.  David  Bowers,  in  the  Garrett  Sale 
cataloge,  wrote  that,  "The  general  fabric  closely  resembles  the 
spielmarke  pieces  issued  in  Germany  in  the  mid  19th  century". 
Rulau/Fuld  also  expressed  similar  doubts  written  in  their 
revision  of  Baker. 

One  thing  that  all  can  agree  upon,  however,  is  that 
there  has  appeared  no  definitive  evidence  that  these  pieces  were 
struck  for  Washington's  Inauguration.  Nor  is  it  known  when  the 
first  assertion  was  made  that  they  were  so  struck.  However,  we 
cannot  help  but  seriously  question  the  assertion  that  these  pieces 
are  counters  which  were  first  introduced  in  the  mid  19th 
century.  It  is  difficult  for  us  to  believe  that  had  they  been  first 
struck  at  this  late  date  and  that  this  fact  would  have  escaped  the 
rather  sophisticated  Washington  collectors  of  the  period.  For 
example,  in  the  1864  sale  of  the  McCoy  Collection,  lot  #2360, 
it  is  stated  that  a success  token  was  "a  medal  struck  on  the 
occasion  of  Washington's  second  inauguration...  " It  was  further 
noted  that  the  offered  piece  "has  been  long  known  in  Mr. 
Colburn's  Collection..."  We  find  it  unlikely  that  had  these 
pieces  been  struck  a mere  twenty  or  thirty  years  before,  that  this 
fact  would  have  escaped  the  whole  of  the  numismatic 
establishment  in  the  mid  1860's.  ($1,200-2,000).

He  immediately  started  his  journey  to  New 
York.  It  was  not  until  April  30th  that  he  actually  took  the  oath 
of  office  as  the  first  President  of  the  United  States.

The  U.S.  Mint  finish  was  so  unstable  that  the 
highpoints  almost  always  show  some  finish  deterioration, 
probably  caused  by  contact  with  the  high  sulphur  content  paper 
in  which  they  were  wrapped  Indeed,  we  have  seen 
Uncirculated  specimens  where  the  finish  on  the  entire  surface 
has  deteriorated  to  a splotchy  mess.  The  example  offered  here 
is  superior  to  95%  of  those  found.

The 
central  portion  is  blank  and  was  intended  for  engraving. 


Although  unsigned,  this  medal  shows  the  fine  workmanship  associated  with  the  Paris 
Mint.  The  seated  figure  of  Minerva  is  an  almost  identical  rendition  of  one  done  by 
Bertrand  Andrew  in  1810.  The  inscription  in  the  exergue  suggests  that  the  medal  was 
intended  as  the  premier  award  for  French  exhibitors  in  the  Centennial  Exhibition.  It  is 
extremely  rare  in  any  metal.  When  we  offered  a Silver  example  in  our  1987  Whitehead 
Collection,  we  noted  that  the  piece  was  unknown  to  Spangenberger  and  other  1876 
specialists.  The  appearance  of  this  Gold  example  is  thus  only  the  second  specimen  of  this 
design  known  to  us. 

We  expect  bidding  on  this  exciting  piece  to  be  in  the  $3,000  range.

The  Philippine  Medal  of  Honor  was  issued  in  three 
variations.  According  to  Robert  Julian's  research,  1225  were 
struck  in  Bronze,  323  were  Gold  plated  and  only  177  were

The  reverse  bears  a wreath  with  a 
displayed  eagle  at  bottom  and  a far-away  view  of  the  exposition 
buildings.  At  center  is  a commemorative  inscription  and  a 
cartouche  upon  which  is  engraved  the  name  of  the  awardee,  N.J. 
STATE  MUSEUM. 

A popular  medal  not  only  with  exposition  collectors 
but  with  Indian  collectors.  This  medal  is  elusive  in  Silver, 
especially  so  in  its  awarded  form.

Julian  notes,  "The  Latin  legend  on  the  reverse  refers 
to  the  debate  in  the  Roman  Senate  over  the  Cataline  conspiracy. 

It  is  a quotation  from  Cicero  who  was  appealing  for  emergency 
powers  to  deal  with  the  conspirators.  It  was  intended  to  mean, 
in  a modem  context,  that  the  people  should  receive  no  harm 
from  dishonest  Mint  officials. " Julian  and  Keusch  comment  that 
the  C.E.B.  initialed  reverse  appears  to  be  the  one  which  was 
used  for  distribution  to  the  commissioners.  It  is  known  in  both 
Copper  and  Silver,  while  the  reverse  signed  with  only  a "B"  is 
known  only  in  Copper.

The  reverse  for  the  Millard  Fillmore  medals  is  a 
departure  from  the  standardized  clasped  hands  reverse  found  on 
the  series  previously.  On  the  Fillmore  medals,  as  well  as  those 
of  Franklin  Pierce,  the  scene  pictured  is  that  of  a farmer 
pointing  to  the  American  flag.  He  stands  before  an  Indian, 
whom,  presumably,  he  is  instructing  in  the  righteousness  of 
labor,  virtue  and  honor  (the  legend  at  the  top  of  the  reverse). 
Behind  him  is  a bucolic  scene  of  settled  agriculture.  The 
obverse  and  reverse  were  designed  by  artists  not  connected  with 
the  U.S.  Mint,  Joseph  Willson  and  Salathiel  Ellis.  In  addition, 
as  a further  departure  from  what  had  become  established 
practice,  the  dies  were  sunk  by  hand,  rather  than  by  using  the 
Contamin  lathe.

REVERSE  OF  THE  LARGE  SIZE 
BUCHANAN/LINCOLN  MEDAL.  76.4mm.  Copper 
shell.  About  Uncirculated,  slightly  dented  at  center.  The 
reverse  of  the  shell  has  been  filled  with  plaster  and  painted  dark 
brown.  This  reverse  shows  a central  medallion  of  a rural  scene 
with  an  Indian  plowing  to  the  left.  A log  cabin,  church,  and 
two  steamships  are  in  the  background.  Michael  Hodder  has 
pointed  out  that  the  four  children  are  apparently  playing  a 
baseball  game  and  has  called  it  the  earliest  medallic 
representation  of  that  sport.  Between  the  central  medallion  and 
the  outer  edge  there  appears  at  the  top  an  Indian  in  the  act  of 
scalping  another  Indian.  At  the  bottom  is  the  head  of  an  Indian 
woman,  a quiver  of  arrows  and  a bow  and  peace  pipe.  In  the 
exergue  of  the  central  vignette  is  inscribed  in  very  small  letters, 
J.  WILLSON  DEL  & SC. 

The  original  Silver  Buchanan  medals  were  struck 
privately,  probably  in  New  York  City.  While  the  original 
Buchanan  obverses  were  sent  to  the  Mint  in  the  spring  of  1859, 
the  regular  reverses  were  not  sent  until  1862.  It  was  for  this 
reason  that  when  the  Mint  decided  to  offer  Bronze  Buchanan 
medals  to  the  public  in  the  1859-61  period,  they  were  forced  to 
use  the  reverse  die  previously  used  on  the  Fillmore  and  Pierce 
medals.  Once  this  decision  had  been  reached,  the  Buchanan 
medal  sold  to  the  public  has  always  had  the  Fillmore/Pierce 
reverse,  even  after  the  proper  reverse  was  in  Mint  hands.  The 
few  Bronze  Buchanan  medals  which  appear  with  the  new 
Willson  reverse  had  to  be  struck  between  that  time  in  1862 
when  the  Mint  first  received  the  reverse  die  and  September  1862 
when  that  die  was  broken  after  striking  only  eight  of  the  Silver 
Lincoln  medals.  A new  reverse  die  was  then  produced  - but 
this  one  omitted  the  Willson  signature  under  the  central 
medallion. 

What  then  have  we  here?  We  have  a reverse  shell, 
probably  struck  as  a test  piece,  that  had  to  be  struck  between 
the  time  that  the  original  reverse  die  was  made  in  1857  and  the 
time  it  broke  in  September,  1862.  It  could  have  been  struck 
either  by  the  private  firm  working  for  Ellis  and  Willson  or  by 
the  U.S.  Mint.  It  is  one  of  only  a handfiil  of  Bronze 
impressions,  fully  struck  medals  or  shells,  made  from  the 
original  reverse  die.  (G)  PLATE

A rare  medal  — only  38  medals  in  Copper  were  struck 
with  the  original  dies.

Obverse 
bust  of  Washington,  the  same  as  appears  on  the  Washington 
before  Boston  medal.  GEORGE  WASHINGTON  PRESIDENT 
OF  THE  UNITED  STATES  1789  around.  Clasped  hands, 
PEACE  AND  FRIENDSHIP  reverse. 

This  Washington  medal  was  first  struck  around  1903 
and  was  intended  to  add  the  missing  Washington  medal  to  the 
Peace  Medal  Series.

This  medal  was  struck  from  the  original  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  by  the  U.S.  Mint.  The  easiest  way  to  distinguish 
the  original  obverse  die  is  to  note  the  presence  of  a small  dot 
above  the  left  upright  of  E in  STREMUO.

Uncirculated  with  reddish 
mahogany  finish.  Struck  from  the  original  dies.  The  obverse 
shows  signs  of  the  die  beginning  to  buckle.  Unique  among  the 
naval  medals  of  the  War  of  1812,  the  Burrows  medal  does  not 
bear  the  portrait  bust  of  the  victorious  officer,  as  no  portrait  of 
Burrows  could  be  found  when  the  medal  was  to  be  designed. 
The  legend  above  can  be  translated  as  "An  outstanding  victory 
for  you,  a sad  one  for  your  country."  The  reverse  shows  the 
action  between  the  American  sloop-of-war,  Enterprise,  and  the 
British  Brig,  Boxer.  The  Latin  legend  which  is  translated  as  "To 
conquer  is  to  live  enough",  refers  to  Burrows'  death  during  the 
engagement.  A scarce  medal  which  is  missing  in  many  of  the 
advanced  collections.  Recent  auction  records  up  to  $605.00. 

ORIGINAL  DESIGN  OF  THE  SOMERS 
MEDAL.  NA-25.  57.8mm.  Charles  Cushing  Wright, Sc. 
Uncirculated,  but  with  several  rim  dents  on  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse.  The  obverse  bears  a view  of  the  brig,  Somers,  under 


topsails  and  foresail,  on  her  beam  ends.  The  legend  around  in 
the  exergue  translates  as  "The  American  Ship  Somers.  Off  Vera 
Cruz,  December  10,  1846".  The  reverse  depicts  three  boats 
pulling  toward  the  sinking  brig,  the  one  nearest  to  her  flying  the 
British  flag,  the  other  two,  the  French  and  Spanish  flags.  The 
legend  around:  PRO  VITA  AMERICANA  PERSERVANA, 
translates  as  "For  having  saved  an  American  life". 

The  required  10  Gold  and  100  Silver  medals  were 
struck  from  these  dies.  Then,  the  Naval  Department  officials 
saw  that  Wright  had  used  the  singular  rather  than  the  plural  in 
the  reverse  motto.  As  Julian  notes,  Wright  was  then  instructed 
to  change  the  motto  to  that  which  appears  on  NA-24.  The 
error  Gold  and  Silver  medals  were  melted  to  provide  bullion  for 
the  corrected  issues.  However,  a precious  few  of  the  error 
Bronze  medals  escaped  In  our  Middendorf  Sale  we  traced  the 
five  known  Bronze  specimens.  The  piece  offered  here  appears 
to  be  a sixth.  The  Uncirculated  Middendorf  medal  brought 
$1,155.00.  This  piece  should  bring  $600 -$750.  PLATE

Obverse  with  13 
stars  and  a Latin  inscription  (A  scout  of  great  courage  he 
acquitted  himself  both  at  sea  and  in  the  woods)  around  an  old 
fashioned  three  masted  ship  of  war  over  which  is  superimposed 
a displayed  eagle  perched  on  an  anchor.  The  reverse  depicts  the 
South  Carolina  arms.  Below:  THE  WOMEN  OF  SOUTH 
CAROLINA  TO/LIEUT.  VICTOR  BLUE  U.S.N./IN  HIGH 
APPRECIATION  OF  HIS/COURAGE  ENTERPRISE  AND/ 
DISTINGUISHED  SERVICES/IN  THE  SANTIAGO  DE  CUBA/ 
CAMPAIGN  1898. 

This  medal  is  extremely  rare  with  its  chocolate  bronze 
finish.

XF/AU  with  a number  of  small  edge  nicks  on  both 
obverse  and  reverse.  The  obverse  bears  a bust  to  the  left  of  President  Hayes,  his  name  and  title 
around.  The  reverse  bears  a 10  line  inscription:  TO/BENDIX  KOPPELVIN  RECOGNITION  OF 
HIS  SERVICES  AS/ARBITRATOR  FOR/THE  UNITED  STATES/IN  THE/"MONTIJO" 
ARBITRATION/AT/BOGOTA/IN  1875. 


Julian  recites  a detailed  history  of  the  issuance  of  this  medal.  Briefly,  the  "Monti jo"  was  a 
ship,  owned  by  U.S.  citizens,  that  was  unlawfully  seized  off  of  the  coast  of  Panama,  which 
was  then  a department  of  Columbia.  After  normal  diplomatic  procedures  failed  to  result 
in  the  return  of  the  ship  and  damages  for  the  owners,  the  U.S.  and  the  Columbians  agreed 
to  submit  the  controversy  to  arbitration.  The  arbitrator  chosen  to  represent  the  U.S.  was 
Bendix  Koppel,  the  Danish  charge'  d'affaires  at  Bogota.  The  final  award,  made  in  1875, 
was  apparently  to  the  satisfaction  of  our  government  as  the  State  Department  ordered  a 
medal  to  be  struck  as  a thank  you  to  Koppel.  This  was  done  in  1880  and  one  Gold  and 
only  seven  Bronze  medals  were  struck  and  delivered  in  April  of  that  year. 


The  obverse  portrait  of  Hayes  is  a reduction  of  Morgan's  portrait  for  the  Presidential  series 
medal.  Its  great  rarity  is  attested  to  by  the  fact  that  Julian  could  not  obtain  an  example  to 
photograph.  His  description  came  from  an  examination  of  the  dies  in  the  mint  collection.  We 
purchased  this  medal  from  a South  American  dealer  who  told  us  he  obtained  it  from  a direct 
descendant  of  Bendix  Koppel  who  lived  in  Columbia.  This  is  an  important  and  historic  medal, 
and  this  offering  may  represent  a once-in-a-lifetime  opportunity.  ($750+)

So  far,  this  description 
conforms  to  that  of  UN-30,  except  for  the  size  - which  was 
taken  from  a description  of  a Brass  example  in  the  1870 
Longacres  Sale.  However,  this  has  had  affixed  to  it  two 
additions  in  Gold.  Immediately  above  the  clouds  is  a sunburst. 
At  the  bottom  of  the  clouds  is  a flag  staff  with  a waving  U.S.

The  LYCEUM  inscription  leads  us  to  believe  that  this 
small  piece  might  have  been  issued  by  some  kind  of  cultural 
association.

At 
the  bottom,  CROTON  AQUADUCT/LENGTH  41 M.  The  re- 


verse presents  a bird's  eye  view  of  the  reservoir,  located  at  5th 
Avenue  and  42nd  Street,  looking  south  with  the  city  buildings 
in  the  distance.  In  the  exergue  are  five  lines  detailing  the 
capacities  of  the  receiving  and  distributing  reservoirs. 

An  important  medal  by  Robert  Lovett, Sr.,  the  father  of 
George  //,;  J.D.  and  Robert,  Jr.,  all  noted  die  sinkers  in  the  mid 
to  later  19th  century.  (F)

Benedetto  Pistrucci,Sc.  This  obverse  bears  the  four  conjoined 
busts  center  of  the  victorious  allied  sovereigns  in  the  war  against 
France:  Prince  Regent  George  of  Britain,  Emperor  Franz  I of 
Austria,  Emperor  Alexander  of  Russia,  and  King  Fredrich 
Wilhelm  III  of  Prussia.  The  busts  are  surrounded  by  allegorical 
allusions  to  the  new  peace:  Apollo  in  his  car  restoring  the  day, 
and  personifications  of  Justice,  Power,  the  Fates,  and  the  Furies. 

This  is  one  of  the  world's  most  beloved 
examples  of  medallic  art.'  It  reqidred  30  years  for  Pistrucci  to 
prepare  this  medal,  finishing  it  in  1849  after  he  head  been  given 
the  commission  in  1819.  It  was  issued  only  in  electrolytic  form 
by  the  Royal  Mint  as  the  size  was  larger  than  the  Mint  wished 
to  strike  into  a medallion.  Casts  in  Bronze  were  made  following 
1849,  and  struck  into  a three  inch  medal  by  Pinches  in  the 
1960’s,  but  the  present  piece  is  an  original  electrotype. 

Mounted  (loosely)  in  a 6 7/8  inch  square  frame,  gold 
background  with  black  border.  Tiny  hole  at  the  top  in  the  skirt 
around  the  outer  rim  (where  perhaps  once  mounted),  but  outside 
the  view  of  the  piece  from  the  front.  Also  short  tear  in  this  skirt 
at  the  bend,  but  again,  not  noticeable  from  any  frontal  viewing. 
Chocolate  brown  patina.  The  condition  is  Extremely  Fine.  A 
prize  for  the  serious  collector.  (G)  PLATE

FOR  THE  BEST/MERINO  CASSIMERES/1851 . 


Harkness  notes  his  belief  that  "Planchets  appear  to  be  fashioned  from  U.S.  $10.00  Gold 
pieces".  At  least  so  far  as  this  piece  is  concerned,  that  statement  does  not  appear  to  be  true. 
Although  the  weight  is  approximately  correct,  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  planchet  has 
ever  been  used  as  a coin.  (H)

and  an  unsheathed  sword.  The  legend  around  reads,  BE  JUST  AND  FEAR  NOT.  FIAT 
JUSTITIA  RUAT  COELUM.  In  the  exergue,  SAN  FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA.  To  the  left  of 
the  ground  upon  which  Justice  stands  is  the  signature,  "V&G"  which  stands  for  the  firm  of 
Vachon  & Giron,  the  engravers  of  the  die.  The  reverse  features  an  all-seeing  eye  at  center 
immediately  surrounded  by  the  legend,  COMMITTEE  OF  VIGILANCE.  A further  legend 
around  the  border  reads,  ORGANIZED  9TH  JUNE  1851.  REORGANIZED  14TH  MAY  1856. 
Within  a scroll  at  the  bottom  is  punched  the  numbers  2580. 


This  medal  is  this  writer's  favorite  piece  of  Western  Americana.  The  San  Francisco  Vigilance  Committee, 
popularly  known  as  "Vigilantes",  was  originally  organized  in  1851  to  combat  an  extended  period  of  unbridled 
lawlessness  caused  in  part  by  the  immigration  of  a substantial  number  of  former  convicts  from  the  British  penal 
colony  in  Australia.  Within  a week  after  the  Committee  was  formed,  one  of  the  ex-convicts  was  captured  in  the 
act  of  committing  a felony  and  was  tried  by  a jury  of  60  members  of  the  Vigilance  Committee.  He  was  found 
guilty  and  hanged  a couple  of  hours  later  in  the  presence  of  the  entire  city.  "Swift  justice"  such  as  this  had  its 
effect  and  by  the  time  a year  had  passed,  the  Committee  no  longer  felt  the  need  to  act. 

Unfortunately,  this  relatively  sanguine  period  was  not  to  last  long.  In  1855  and  early  1856,  two  sensational 
murders;  one,  of  the  United  States  Marshall  and  the  other,  of  the  founder  of  Daily  Evening  Bulletin,  galvanized 
the  Committee  back  into  action.  In  May  of  1856,  the  Committee  was  reorganized  and  their  ranks  quickly 
swelled  to  six  thousand  members.  On  May  26,  2600  armed  members  went  to  the  city  prison  demanding  that  the 
two  accused  murderers  be  turned  over  to  them.  Due  to  their  superior  force,  this  was  done  and  they  returned 
with  them  to  headquarters,  known  as  Fort  Vigilant  or  Fort  Gunnybags,  due  to  the  breastword  of  sandbags.  Two 
days  later,  both  were  tried  and  hung.  The  Committee  continued  to  function,  meting  out  a number  of  other 
executions  and  deportations  as  well  as  exposing  ballot  frauds  and  finally  recommending  a ticket  of  trustworthy 
officials,  which  was  elected  to  a man  in  the  November  elections.  On  August  18,  the  Committee  held  a grand 
review  and  officially  disbanded. 

It  was  during  this  time  that  the  Silver  medal  offered  here  was  struck  and  furnished  any  member  desiring  it. 
Probably  there  was  some  price  to  be  paid  for  it  by  the  member,  but  we  have  been  unable  to  locate  any 
information  to  that  effect  nor  have  we  found  any  mention  of  a total  mintage  figure.  As  each  member  joined  the 
organization,  he  was  given  a number  to  show  his  order  of  admission  into  the  Committee.  He  was  henceforth  to 
be  known  only  by  this  number.  #7  was  assigned  to  William  T.  Coleman,  the  Committee's  president.  His  badge, 
so  numbered  and  struck  in  Gold,  now  reposes  in  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  Presumably,  the  badges  that  exist 
without  numbers  and  loops  were  remainders  and  never  were  actually  issued  Only  two  of  these  medals  have 
been  sold  in  recent  memory  - both  by  Bowers  and  Merena  and  both  without  loops  or  numbers.  The  fabled 
Henry  C.  Clifford  Collection  sold  in  March  of  1982  and  contained  an  example  described  as  Extremely  Fine  with 
a large  number  of  contact  marks  in  the  obverse  fields  brought  $3,300.  A "choice  very  fine"  fetched  $2,090  in 
the  1986  Sale  of  the  Baron  Von  stetten-Buchenbach  and  Harvey  Smith  Collections. 

The  only  three  numbered  medals  of  which  we  are  aware  all  belong  in  a major  private  collection.  They  are 
numbered  273,  1472  and  5949.  All  three  of  these  medals  were  acquired  prior  to  1973.  The  offering  of  a looped 
and  numbered  specimen  of  this  rare  medal  is  a major  event  for  the  collector  of  American  historic  medals.

This  is  an  extremely  rare  medal.  Our  search  of  19th 
century  auctions  has  revealed  only  one  appearance,  that  in 
Chapmans'  Isaac  F.  Wood  Sale  of  American  Medals,  Lot  #118. 
The  medal  there  was  described  as  "Presented  1859".  NASCA's 
sale  of  May  1987,  Lot  #1897,  contained  an  About  VF  Silver 
medal  engraved  to  P.T.  Quinn,  Sept.  21,  1859.  It  is  likely  that 
this  is  the  same  medal  offered  in  the  1894  Wood  Sale.  This 
medal  realized  $220.  We  are  aware  of  only  one  other  Silver 
medal  in  collector's  hands.  That  piece  is  dated  1833,  and  is 
inscribed  to  "M  Floy".

Edouard  Frossard  was  one  of  the  coin  hobby's  early 
dealers.  He  was  the  first  editor  of  the  Coin  Collector's  Journal, 
and  the  founder  of  his  own  publication,  Numisma.  In  addition, 
he  was  one  of  the  major  19th  century  auctioneers,  conducting 
160  sales  before  he  died  in  1899.  The  medal  offered  here  is  a 
must  for  Masonic  collectors  and  should  be  of  great  interest  to 
collectors  of  numismatic  medals.  From  our  1986  Dr.  Paul 
Patterson  Sale,  #343,  where  it  brought  $165.00.

Eugene  Soligny  was  one  of  Tiffany's  most  gifted  artists 
and  worked  for  them  circa  1867  to  1884.  His  artistry  is 
evidenced  by  some  of  the  firm's  most  important  Silver  pieces  of 
the  time,  including  the  Bryant  Vase,  which  at  one  time  was 
thought  to  be  the  work  of  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens.  As  evidence 
of  his  great  skill,  he  was  the  only  Tiffany  silversmith  permitted 
to  regularly  initial  his  works.  The  existence  of  this  medal  is 
mentioned  in  the  cataloge  produced  for  the  Tiffany  Pavilion  at 
the  Pan-American  Exposition  in  1901.  Apart  from  this,  we  can 
find  no  further  information  on  the  medal.  The  Tiffany  Archives 
has  no  information  at  all  on  the  award  or  this  award  medal.  It 
is  undoubtedly  rare  and  should  command  considerable  interest 
to  Tiffany  collectors  - particularly  for  its  portrait  of  the  firm's 
founder,  Charles  Tiffany.  (G)  PLATE

Obverse  with  JOSEPH  E.  TEMPLE  around  bust  right.  The 
reverse  is  inscribed  THE  PENNSYLVANIA  ACADEMY  OF 
THE  FINE  ARTS  FOUNDED  1805.  TEMPLE  TRUST  FUND 
MEDAL  FOUNDED  1880  around  the  edge  in  a narrow  band. 
At  the  center  is  a view  of  the  Academy  building.  To  the  right, 
a classical  female  figure,  representing  the  genius  of  American 
art,  holds  a laurel  wreath  over  the  head  of  a young  artist.  Her 
left  hand  rests  on  an  oval  shield  on  which  are  inscribed  the 
names  of  Copley,  Stuart,  Trumble  and  Allston.  In  the  exergue 
is  a tablet  for  the  name  of  the  recipient  and  the  year  of  the 
award. 

Joseph  E.  Temple  was  a prominent  Philadelphia 
merchant  and  a board  member  of  the  Academy.  He  founded  the 
Temple  Trust  Fund  in  1880  with  an  initial  gift  of  $51,000.  Half 
of  the  annual  income  was  used  to  purchase  works  of  art  by 
American  artists  who  exhibited  at  the  Academy  and  for  the  issue 
of  medals  to  be  awarded  annually  to  these  artists. 

A special  committee  for  the  design  of  the  medal  was 
formed  in  1882.  Letters  were  sent  to  Augustus  Saint  Gaudens 
and  George  Morgan  soliciting  designs  for  the  medal.  Saint- 
Gaudens  replied  that  he  made  it  a rule  "not  to  enter  into  a 
competition  however  limited".  He  did  say,  however,  that  if  the 
committee  could  not  obtain  an  acceptable  design,  that  he  would 
gladly  make  one.  George  Morgan,  however,  did  submit  a 
design  which  was  accepted,  and  he  agreed  to  engrave  the  dies 
for  three  hundred  dollars. 

No  more  than  two  medals  were  to  be  awarded  in  any 
one  year,  one  in  Gold  and  one,  if  needed,  in  Silver.  The  first 
Silver  medal  was  struck  in  1883  and  was  presented  to  Mr. 
Temple.  An  additional  Silver  medal  was  struck  and  was 
awarded  to  William  T.  Trego,  the  first  recipient,  in  1883.  No 
Gold  medal  was  awarded  that  year.  Gold  and  Silver  medals 
were  awarded  continuously  through  1968  when  the  Temple 
medal  was  awarded  for  the  last  time.  A total  of  eighty-nine 
artists  received  the  medal  during  this  period  The  Society  has 
in  its  archives  two  Bronze  medals,  one  of  which  may  have  been 
struck  in  1883  for  the  special  Temple  Competition  of  Historic 
Paintings.  Ihe  reason  why  the  other  Bronze  medal  was  struck 
is  not  known,  nor  is  the  reason  for  the  existence  of  the  medal 
offered  here.  While  strikings  in  all  metals  are  rare,  Bronze 
examples  probably  number  fewer  than  those  in  Gold  and  Silver.

As  stated  in  the  inscription,  this 
engraved  silver  dollar  was  his  salary  for  serving  as  Alderman 
in  the  small  town  of  Jamestown,  which  is  now  situated  in  North 
Dakota.  We  suspect  that  this  lot  will  generate  more  bids  than 
any  other  in  this  sale.

Chain  link 
suspension  to  rectangular  bar  inscribed  in  black  enamel, 
WASHINGTON/ JULY  14,  1887.  Chain  link  suspension  to 
bottom  drop  with  a four  colored  enameled  bullseye  at  center. 

Accompanying  this  attractive  badge  is  a folded  piece 
of  paper  written  in  a Contemporary  hand  as  follows:  "Won  in 
a match  shot  at  Washington,  D C.  Jul.14,  1887  against  G.C.

The  obverse  presents  a 
beautifully  styled  allegory  of  three  females  draped  in  togas.  The 
woman  to  the  far  left  holds  a scroll,  the  middle  figure  is  writing 
on  a tablet  and  the  third  is  shown  leaning  on  a hand  screw 
coining  press.  The  reverse  legend  reads  around:  1788  OHIO 
1888  CENTENNIAL.  At  the  upper  center  is  a ribbon  inscribed: 
AWARDED/TO  and  below  that  is  hand  engraved,  COLUMBUS 
BUGGY  COMPANY/CARRIAGES  & BUGGIES. 

The  usual  Ohio  State  Board  of  Agriculture  award 
medal  uses  this  obverse  and  another  reverse.  Our  belief  is  that 
this  award  medal  was  also  issued  by  the  Ohio  Board  with  this 
special  reverse  being  used  only  in  1888.  The  obverse  die  used 
here  was  also  used  as  the  reverse  for  a unique  Washington 
medal.  (See  Garrett  [V,  #1839,  where  Fuld  states  that  "It  is 
probable  that  such  an  ornate  and  beautiful  die  would  have  been 
struck  in  some  other  combination,  but  if  it  was,  pieces  are  of 
great  rarity  today.").

Chauncy  Depew,  1834-1928,  was  a lawyer  who 
served  the  Vanderbilt  railroad  interests  and  was  President  of  the 
New  York  Central  Railroad  He  was  elected  Senator  from  New 
York  and  served  from  1899  to  1911.  He  was  a renowned  after- 
dinner  speaker  and  wit.  Our  favorite  story  about  Depew 
involves  his  introduction  of  President  William  Howard  Taft  at 
a banquet.  Depew's  flowery  introduction  ran  a full  twenty 
minutes  before  he  presented  the  President  to  the  assembled 
group.  The  320  pound  Taft  rose  and  after  patting  his  ample 

girth,  exclaimed,  "If  it  is  a boy  - I shall  name  it  George 

Washington  Taft.  If  it  is  a girl  - I shall  name  it  Martha 

Washington  Taft.  But  if  it  is  gas  - as  I suspect  it  is,  I shall 

name  it  Chauncey  Depew!" 

This  medal  is  one  of  the  more  elusive  for  the  Brenner 
collector.  The  only  modem  auction  appearance  we  can  find  is 
in  the  Irwin  Stoff  Sale  of  1978,  Lot  #2380,  here  an  XF  example 
with  a rim  dent  brought  $100.00.

The  Society  has  no  records  of 
this  medal  being  struck  in  Bronze  for  presentation  or 
distribution  and  so  we  assume  that  this  piece  offered  here  is  in 
the  nature  of  a specimen  strike.

The  obverse  legend  is  inscribed,  TO  COMMEMORATE  THE  OPENING  OF  THE 
BUILDING  OF  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  OF  THE  STATE  OF  NEW  YORK.  At  the 
center  is  the  intricately  detailed  edifice  of  the  Chamber's  headquarters  building,  upon  which  is 
inscribed  1765  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE  1901.  Below  is  a small  version  of  the  Chamber's 
first  seal  flanked  by  the  inscription,  NEW  YORK  NOV.  11,  1902.  The  legend  on  the  reverse 
reads,  IN  HONOR  OF  THE  GUESTS  WHO  ATTENDED  THE  DEDICATORY  CEREMONIES 
ON  THE  OPENING  OF  THE  BUILDING  OF  THE  CHAMBER  OF  COMMERCE,  which 
surrounds  a representation  of  the  interior  of  the  Chamber's  current  seal.  The  medallion  at 
center  portrays  an  Indian  chief  to  the  left  clasping  hands  with  a crowned  and  robed  female 
figure  whose  other  hand  rests  on  a shield  emblazoned  with  the  head  of  a steer.  At  center  is  a 
globe  showing  the  Western  hemisphere  and  above  that,  a radiant  caduceus.  A ship  is  in  the  left 
background  and  a steam  locomotive  in  the  right.  A wreath  composed  of  oak  and  laurel  and  two 
cornucopia  surrounds  the  central  vignette. 


Unfortunately,  neither  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  (which  has  since  beenrenamed  'The  New 
York  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry")  nor  the  Tiffany  Archives  has  any  information 
about  the  striking  of  this  medal.  The  work  was  performed  by  one  of  Tiffany's  skilled 
artisans  and  is  unsigned  as  usual.  While  no  mintage  figures  are  available,  it  is  unlikely 
that  this  massive  13  ounce  Gold  medal  was  struck  in  an  edition  of  more  than  two  or  three.

According  to  the  records  of  the  Society,  the 
Gorham  Manufacturing  Company  struck  4 medals  in  Gold,  70  in  Silver  and  312  in 
Bronze.  Gold  medals  were  presented  to  R.H.  Kelby,  Librarian  of  the  Society,  and  to  Hemy 
Dexter,  a Patron  of  the  Society.  Two  additional  Gold  medals  were  purchased  by  Arthur  M. 
Huntington  and  S.V.  Hoffman  at  a cost  of  $180.00  each.  The  subscription  price  of  the 
Silver  medals  was  $10.00  each  and  $3.00  or  $5.00  for  the  Bronze,  depending  upon 
guantity  ordered.  ($2,250-3,000)

On  the  supports  of  the  chair  on  which  Democracy  is  seated  are  the  words  PAX  and 
LABOR,  while  in  the  dim  distance  are  to  be  seen  a classic  building  with  a pediment  and  columns 
as  well  as  a column  surmounted  by  an  eagle  with  outstretched  wings.  At  the  bottom  is  the 
inscription  * PRESIDENT  * and  the  Roman  numeral  dates  for  1885  and  1893,  the  years  of  his 
inauguration  as  President. 


This  medal  was  struck  to  commemorate  the  death  of  President  Cleveland  in  1908  and 
marks  the  first  time  the  Medallic  Art  Company  was  asked  to  cut  the  dies  for  a Society 
medal.

In  her  comments  about  the  sculptor,  French,  Barbara 
Baxter  states,  "His  finest  medals  were  all  produced  in 
association  with  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  of  which  he 
was  a member.  The  only  cast  medal  ever  issued  by  the  ANS, 
French's  1917  medal  commemorating  the  completion  of  the 
Catskill  Aquaduct  shares  the  classical  vocabulary  and  boldly 
defined,  yet  fluidly  modeled,  form  of  his  monumental  sculptures. 
The  beautiful  ideal  head  and  beaded  border  of  the  obverse  of 
this  medal  recall  the  masterpieces  of  Greek  numismatic  art". 


The  beauty  of  this  obverse  design  was  realized  long  ago  by  the 
Medallic  Art  Company  when  they  adopted  it  for  their  logo.  The 
medal  had  a very  limited  issue.  Only  23  Silver  and  76  Bronze 
medals  were  cast  making  it  one  of  the  more  elusive  of  the  ANS 
series.

This  award  ( which  has  since  been  renamed  the 
John  Oliver  he  Gorce  Medal),  is  presented  for  "accomplishment 
in  geographic  exploration  or  in  the  sciences,  or  for  public 
service  to  advance  international  understanding".  Since  it  was 
first  awarded  in  1914  to  Col.  George  Goethals,  there  have  been 
only  nineteen  recipients.  Among  the  most  famous  are  Amelia 
Earhart  (1932)  and  Jacques  Cousteau  (1961).  A review  of  the 
records  of  the  Society  indicates  that  one  medal  in  10k  Gold  and 
two  Bronze  medals  ("not  goldplated")  were  struck.  In  addition, 
there  was  one  Bronze  goldplated  cliche  "of  the  insert  side  only" 


struck.  The  Society  has  no  record  of  any  other  medals  being 
struck  and  is  at  a loss  to  explain  the  existence  of  this  gold 
plated  example.

They  are  noted  for  their  historic 
designs  tied  to  colonial  pieces.  These  medals  constitute  one  of  the  longest  continuing  series  of  convention  medals  issued  by  any 
numismatic  organization.  Mintage  figures  and  other  information  has  been  taken  from  Thomas  B.  Ross's  "A  Catalogue  of  NENA 
Medals " published  in  1972.
